EIT^TAR KEKRD, the subject of this file, oppeared 
before a Bourd of Special Inquiry at Ellis Island 
on .joptoaber 30, 1940, and nade the following awom 
statonent. He testified that he was bom in I.artu, 

Estonia, on ITaroh 23, 1912, and that he is a citizen 

of Estonia. He furthor testified that he is married, 

but that he has been separated froa his wife. She la 

proounably now residing in Estonia and there is no 

possibility of her Joining her husband in the United 

States. Eeerd further stated that he was a Jurist in 

his native country froni Nay 1939 up until tha end of 1940. 

h'e furtlier stated that he was one of a party of Estonians 

that left i^veden on a ship Prolific for the United States 

and stopping at England, Spain, and Hadoira, without 

having applied for entry at any. of those places. He 

stated that ho v/aa sent to Gercany while aerving as a 

Lieutenant with the Estonian Army under German control 

in 1944; that ho roaainod in Germany from. January 1945 

to Lay 1945;. later was interned by the Czech autiiorlties ! 

after the capitulation of Germany. On June 3, 1945 ha 

vvus sent to Zittau, Germany, located inthe Russian Zone; -■ 

and on June 10, 1945 he escaped to the American Zona. He 

later lived in Chemnitz, Germany, and later In displaced 

persons camps in Wurtomburg and Hamburg, and on; 15 arch 7,1947 

hA proceeded to Sweden. After his arrival in i^eden he ' 

was employed in a textile factory. Subject further' stated 
that he never made application for a visa to enter the - 
United States because the i._...ota v/as probably oyersubaorlbod. \ 

by a great number. The subject expressed a great .'dislike . | 
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xor totaliturian forma of ^ovcrcniont , and ho uloo 
expressed approval of tliQ dunocratlo form of government 
uliioh exlata in tlio Uiiltod Jtatos, 

Tho suLJeot appoared at thin office on April 2(5, 1945 and 
made substantially the name statomenta as those mada 
before tbo Hoard of Jpeoial Inquiry. Ha added, however, 
that ho boliovod his parents are still residing in Estor.la, 
but ho has not heard frow tliaa sinoe 1947 whan ha vfaa in 
o.voden. He further added that ho oonsidera himself 
divorood in view of tho fact that when the Bussians overran 
fistonlu thoy proaolgated a luv/ whereby all married womon 
in that country whose husbands were not in tho country wore 
forced to apply for a divorce, and that his wife did 
apply for such a divorce and that she lived with another 
t:;ua, and thot under tho Ruasian Lav/s that divorce is 
considered a legal divorce. 

Inforr.atioa on. file indicates th-t the subject was 
excluded from adnioaion on Septenber 30, 1948 by a 
Loord of Jpeoiul Inquiry as an immigrant not in possession 
of an unexpired immigration visa, and that subject appealed 
to the Coomissionor from the excluding decision of the 
Hoard of cipeciol Inquiry. 

On Heceaber 8, 1948 the Co.nmissioner affirmed the excluding 
decision of the Board of special Inquiry, and also on tie 
additional grounds that the subject is on alien not in 
possosslon of a passport or other document in lieu theireof 
aa required under the Act of Uay 22, 1918 and Executive 
Order 6766 of June 3, 1941, and regulations made pursuant 
thereto. The subject appealed tbe excluding dooiaion of 
tho Coma is si oner to the Hou 'ci of ImmiGration Appeals on 
December 13, 1948. 

On December 10, 1948 the Central Office authorized the 
subject’s parole on 5^500 bond, and on December 24, 1948 
bond was posted and tho subject was paroled to tho 
hatldnal Lutheran Council of ;:hl liodioon Av^nua, K«w York 
City, Hew York; 
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i.;R. ::icilAEL /JJLIK, ov/nor :: : the Tanhattan V.'aterproofing 
Cofopany, 319 Pearl Gtroet, I.'ew York, Mow York, waa 
interviewed at his place of busi'soss on Juno 21, 1949* 

He otutod that the Bubjcct had been in his employ for 
Q period of about tv;o aoaths up to approximately 
June 6, 1949, at which time ho vvaa laid off because of 
a seasonal slack in businosG; Mr. Allik further stated 
that the subject’s sorvicoo 'wore considered satisfactory, 
end that he oonaiderod the subject to bo a person of 
excellent moral churuofcor. In view of the faot that the 
subject was onlv learning tl-.e waterproofing trade, it 
•..as necosoury that ho be laid off prior, to more oiperionoed 
men on the payroll* 



On June 21, 1949 MISS /.SSARG, Secretary to the Plant 
Superintendent , Gtelnway & Sons Piano Company, of 
I.oug Island City, Hew York, stated tint the subject 
■ASS employed by that firm from Febmary 7, 1949 to 
March 18, 1949. The subject ‘.•.'as employed in the sizing 
and scraping department, h'is services were considered to 
be satisfactory and ho 'v.as considered to bo of good 
moral character. Ihe s'.; eject lodt of his o\m accord to 
seek advancement elee^vhere. 



'.'.K. POniS HPA, President of tl.'o Estonian Educational 
Society, 241 East 34tij .tre t, iicw York, New York, 
vvas interviewed on June 2G, 1949. Re stated that ho 
has knov.n the subject since shortly after hie release 
from illlis Island in Jeceraber of 1948, and that the 
subject 7;aa a parson of good moral character. Hr. Rea 
v.'us unable to furnish any information concerning the 
subject's background. * 



IUt» PO'-ALD TTT.IN, Managrtr of Charles t Company, grocers, 
342 Mmiison Avenue, York, Hew York,- interviewed on 
June 28, 1949. He stctec th.at the subject waa employed 
by him for a period of about two weeks as a. packer in 
the early part of 1949, and t .at the subjoot resigned 
to seek employment olsev-hero . Hr. Tytan considered t..e 
person to be a subject of good moral character and to 
be a peroon of trust. -Yo was unable to furnish, any 
information ooncerning ti.o subject's background except . 
that ho knew the subject in company with others entered 
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the United Jtutos iliac, ally. • ‘ - ;tytan further stated that In 
view of his Halted knowluciy.e oi‘ the Gubjeot, ho hesitated to 
aaico any rococunondationa o:; !; ui henulf. 



J0.32?ri GRI'R-'.AII , Superir.icnaont of the premises at 
242 East 34th Street, I.'ov, iori:, i,ov; York, was interviewed 
on Juno 27, 1949. Ho etatod that the subjeot fonnarly resided

Mr. Orltman know very little coucorninr, the poreonal bockground 
of tho oub.-ieot. }’Ov^ever, he stated, based on the subjeot's 
residence at that uddrosa he cooGidored him to be a person of 
good moral choructor. Ho furtiier stated that ho knew tho 
subject denounced CommuniGm, and it v.as Mr. Grltman’s belief 
that the subject would moke o good citlr.en of tho United States 
if granted the opportunity to do so.
